Today’s  Devotional  Talk 

President  J.  Reuben  Clark  Jr.  of  the  First  Presidency  will  be 
the  devotional  speaker  today. 

Elder  Clark  was  born  near  Grantsville,  Utah  on  Sept  1,  1871.  He 
was  ordained  second  counselor  to  President  Heber  J.  Grant  in  1933 
and  became  first  counselor  in  1934.  He  was  also  ordained  an  apostle 
at  this  time. 

Elder  Clark  was  also  first  counselor  to  President  George  Albert 
Smith  and  is  now  second  coun- 
selor to  President  David  O.  Mc- 
Kay. 

Mother  a Teacher 

After  being  taught  by  his  moth- 
er to  read  and  write,  he  entered 
the  grade  schools  at  Grantsville. 

He  also  attended  the  LDS  College 
and  Church  University  in  Salt 
Lake. 

In  1898  he  graduated  from  the 
University  of  Utah  with  the  am- 
bition of  becoming  a specialist 
in  mining  law.  During  this  time 
he  acted  as  clerk  to  the  Curator 
of  the  Deseret  Museum,  Dr. 

James  E.  Talmage. 

While  attending  the  University 
of  Utah,  he  was  editor  of  the 
Chronicle,  studentbody  president, 
and  valedictorian. 

In  1903  he  entered  the  Law 
School  of  Columbia  University. 

During  his  second  year  he  was 
elected  to  the  editorial  board  of 
the  Columbia  Law  Review. 

After  receiving  his  Ll.B.  in  1906, 
he  was  appointed  assistant  solic- 
itor for  the  Department  of  State 
under  Eilhu  Root,  who  was  then 
Secretary  of  State. 

Higher  Education 

He  has  received  Honorary 
Doctor  of  Laws  Degree  from  the 
University  of  Utah  in  1934  and 
Brigham  Young  University  in 
1952. 

He  has  been  a school  principal 
and  served  as  a faculty  member 
of  the  LDS  College,  Salt  Lake 
Business  College,  and  George 
Washington  University. 

From  1925  to  1933  he  served 
on  the  General  Board  of  YMMIA. 

Besides  several  legal  books,  .he 
has  written  many  religious  books, 
among  them  “On  the  Way  to 
Immortality  and  Eternal  Life,” 

“To  Thgm  of  the  Last  Wagon,” 
and  “The  Pioneers.” 

All  of  his  business  life  has 
been  spent  working  with  the 
State  Department.  The  climax  of 
his  State  Department  duties  was 
his  appointment  as  Ambassador 
to  Mexico.  For  his  service,  Con- 
gress has  awarded  him  the  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Medal..

Genetics  Authority 
Speaks  to  Chapter 

Dr.  Laurence  H.  Snyder,  one 
of  the  world’s  leading  authorities 
on  genetics,  recently  spoke  to  the 
chapter  of  Sigma  Xi.

He  spoke  on  the  interitance 
of  blood  types,  tracing  the  his- 
tory of  blood  research.  He  said 
that  besides  the  four  main  blood 
types,  A,  B,  AB,  and  O,  over  two 
million  other  types  have  been 
discovered.

The  pitch  of  battle  has  cooled  and  Brigham  Young  University 
has  a new  group  of  student  leaders,  victors  at  the  polls,  all  of  whom 
are  anxious  to  begin  planning  for  next  year’s  activities. 

The  Universe  extends  congratulations  to  the  winners  and  losers 
alike.  We  are  happy  in  the  triumphs  of  the  winners,  but  understand 
the  disappointments  of  those  who  didn’t  quite  make  it  this  time. 

It  would  be  a great  loss  to  the  efficient  management 
of  student  government  if  the  losers  felt  they  aren’t  wanted 
and  needed  for  service  and  tasks  during  the  coming  year. 
They  form  a valuable  reservoir  of  talent  to  be  called  upon 
frequently. 

When  student  officers  begin  planning  next  year’s  activities, 
they  will  do  well  to  remember  certain  rules  that  will  ease  their  bur- 
dens, which  will  be  much  greater  than  they  ever  imagined. 

In  assignment  of  any  task,  a definite  and  clear  statement  of 
authority  and  objectives  are  vital.  There  must  be  authority  com- 
mensurate with  responsibility.  If  there  are  to  be  limitations  to  either 
he  authority  or  responsibility,  those  limitations  should  be  understood 
by  all  concerned. 

If  any  one  student  leader  feels  that  it  is  easier  and  better 
to  do  a task  personally,  than  to  let  others  help,  it  is  the  first 
sign  of  a poor  administrator  and  the  first  step  toward  fail- 
ure. Leaders  must  have  confidence  in  their  subordinates  or 
no  task  will  be  completed. 

As  much  as  possible,  the  daily  details  of  administration  should 
be  delegated.  Determination  of  general  policies  and  objectives  are 
the  top  brass’  task. 

Executive  Council  doesnt’’  meet  in  an  ivory  tower,  but  in  the 
basement  rooms  of  the  Herald  R.  Clark  Student  Service  Center. 
The  doors  should  always  be  open  to  students  who  may  stumble  in.

Baseball  fans  were  pleasantly  surprised  Friday  afternoon  at 
the  Brigham  Young-University  of  Utah  baseball  game  in  Timp  Park. 
The  scoreboard  was  operated,  and  there  was  a public  address  system 
to  announce  players  and  keep  fans  informed  on  play-by-play  progress.

Very  few  individuals  who  hold 
positions  | of  responsibility  and 
are  quite  often  before  the  public 
eye  escape  being  disliked  or  en- 
vied by  a number  of  other  people.

As  president  of  the  Associated 
Students  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, Quinn  McKay  is  easily 
in  the  most  prominent  student 
position  on  campus — in  which  po- 
sition he  can  be  subject  to  more 
criticism  than  possibly  any  other 
student.  But  we  feel  safe  in  say- 
ing that  Quinn  McKay  would  rate 
tops  with  almost  every  BYU  stu- 
dent. 

The  Secret 

And  there  are  reasons  for  that. 
Quufn  is  one  of  those  unusual 
characters  who  i§  completely  per- 
sonable in  the  most  natural  sort 
of  way.

Farming  Students 
Hear  Lecturer 

Students  in  Animal  Husbandry 
176  heard  Leo  Bilger,  Ogden,  lec- 
ture on  the  advantages  and  op- 
portunities in  feed  sales  work. 
He  spoke  to  the  class  of  gradu- 
ating seniors  Thursday. 

Mr.  Bilger  is  the  district  sales 
manager  for  Pillsbury  Mills  in 
the  animal  feed  division.  He 
pointed  out  that  the  feed  business 
is  a new  field  and  one  that  is 
important.  He  said  that  there  are 
over  a million  less  farmers  to- 
day than  there  was  20  years  ago. 
But  he  also  said  that  today’s  far- 
mers are  richer,  more  productive 
and  have  larger  farms  than  ever 
before. 

These  farmers  must  feed  the 
rest  of  the  people  in  the  country, 
and  Bilger  said  that  they  must 
produce  more  and  better  pro- 
ducts. He  told  how  the  feed  in- 
dustry is  helping  to  do  this  and 
said  that  34  million  tons  of  feed 
are  produced  annually  compared, 
to  13  millions  tons  produced  be- 
fore World  War  II.  However,  he 
said  that  for  maximum  efficiency 
in  feeding  the  nations  animals, 
there  should  be  130  million  tons 
produced.

The  1954-55  general  catalog, 
emphasing  readability  and  simple 
cross-referencing  of  courses,  is 
scheduled  to  go  one  sale  in  the 
student  service  center  for  35 
cents  per  copy,  according  to  Clin- 
ton F.  Larson,  chairman  of  the 
catalog?  committee  Saw  «■£  10,000 
copies  will  begin  about  May  1. 

Among  the  many  changes  and 
additions  in  the  new  issue  will 
be  listings  of  courses  under  the 
.new  colleges  as  announced  by 
President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson. 
Statements  of  'fhe  philosophy  of 
each  of  these  new  colleges  will 
be  explained  by  the  deans  in  the 
catalog. 

Other  changes  include  the  re- 
naming of  several  departments 
and  revised  offerings  in  engin- 
eering science.

The  448  page  booklet  has  16 
pages  of  photographs,  and  con- 
tains approximately  40  more 
pages  than  last  year’s  catalog. 
“By  attempting  to  make  the  cat- 
alog as  readable  and  simple  as 
possible  and  by  adding  student 
interest  information,  we  feel  that 
Brigham  Young  University  has 
one  of  the  best  college  catalogs 
in  the  country,”  reported  Profes- 
sor Larson.

Gramm’s  voice  has  become 
familiar  to  thousands  of  Amer- 
icans through  his  radio  and  tele- 
vision appearances,  his  numer- 
ous recitals,  and  as  soloist  with 
leading  symphony  orchestras.  He 
will  appear  here  August  5. 

He  began  his  musical  training 
in  Milwaukee  when  he  was  eight 
years  old.  He  later  spent  four 
years  as  a scholarship  student  at 
the  Chicago  Musical  College,  dur- 
ing this  period,  winning  the  Paul 
Lavalle  Scholarship. 

In  1943  as  a further  tribute  to 
his  outstanding  voice,  Mr. 
Gramm  was  awarded  first  prize 
by  the  Chicagoland  Musical  Fes- 
tival. This  led  to  many  subse- 
quent engagements,  among  then 
numerous  appearances  with  the 
Chicago,  San  Francisco  and  Pitts- 
burgh Symphony.  Orchestras,  and 
at  the  Hollywood  Bowl.  He  has 
sung  under  the  batons  of  such 
distinguished  conductors  as  Mon- 
teux,  Klemperer,  DiSabata,  and 
Leinsdorf. 

The  San  Francisco  Chronicle 
music  critic  wrote  of  him,  “His 
voice  is  not  only  beautiful  in 
quality  and  very  wide  in  range, 
but  like  that  of  Lawrence  Tibbett 
and  a few  other  rarely  endowed 
artists,  it  has  a distinct  personal 
timbre,  with  the  baritone  sup- 
pleness and  the  dark,  rich  color 
of  the  bass.
